Saturday, from 10 am to 8 pm is the chance 
for our citizens to get ont and express them- 
selves by the ballot. The voting, of course, 
will be in the High School. 

At stake are, in the contested races, the 
two places on the Board of Selectmen, and the 
two places on the School Committee. All other 
offices are uncontested, that is Moderator and 
the Wilmington Housing Authority. 

There are also three questions on the bal- 
lots, all of them sticklers. 

Question No. 1 

Question No. 1 is on whether or not the Town 
Manager Plan is to be abolished. 

There is no other question in this, by im- 
plication or otherwise. All the talk about a- 


mending the charter is just so much hog-wash, | 


designed to confuse the voter. 

The question's wording is tricky. It has to 
follow a form prescribed by the Legislature. An 
unwary person will nd that he is voting exact 
ly against his wishes, if he isn't careful. 

If you want to keep the Town Manager Plan in 
Wilmington you vote NO. 

If you want to get rid of the Town Manager 
Plan you vote YES. 

A Yes vote is a vote for not only the old 
system, but a vote for higher taxes. 
rid of our Town Manager Plan we can kiss goodby 
our hopes of a stabilized tax rate. 

Question No. 2 

Question No. 2 is one that has our sympathy. 
We are sympathetic with people who want some- 
thing like Blue-Cross - Biuw Shield, with the 
employer paying half of the costs. 

Our Town Manager’and our Finance Committee 
are against this, for the very good reason 


that it is "permissive" legislation, meaning | 


that if the town adopts it we will have our 
"home rule* taken away from us, and be subject 
to the dictates of the state, and for the 
further reason that it will mean higher taxes. 
The TM's prediction of a cut in taxes was cal- 
culated on this question not being accepted by 
the town. 


As this question is written, if we vote for | 


it we will irrevocably turn the dectsions over, 
not to our town, but to the state. The state, 
for our. money, is already making too many de- 
cisions that effect our tax rate. 

If this question is ever propounded in such 
a way that the decisions are made only in Wil- 
mington we will probably support it. As things 
now stand we cannot. 

Question No. 3 

We cannot think of anything that distresses 

us more than this question. 


There are many people who are sincerely a- | 


gainst fluoridation of water supplies. These 
people may be acting from a religious impulse, 
or from a fear of the fluorine which is put in 
the water. 

The fluorine does protect children's teeth. 
There is no argument with this, in our belief, 
if one is willing to accept the testimony of 
the medical societies, and they are the experts 
in the field. 

But we are distressed at the feelings of in- 
dividuals who are sincerely against the idea. 
We wish there were some other way to be able to 
provide fluorine for children. 

We have been told that it is impossible to 


combine fluorine in milk, because of the ecal- | 


cium content of milk. 
If only some way could be found, to supply 
this fluorine other than the water supply we

SCHOOL CURRICULUM GETS 
HEAVY DEBATE AT 
BALDWIN CLUB 

vying candidates for the 
School Committee discussing 
problems of finance and the 
High School curriculum, gave 
to members of the Baldwin 
Civic Association the first 
general discussion of the two 
subjects in the present can- 
paign, Tuesday evening. 

Fred Mel zar’s statements con- 
cerning the High School Cur- 
riculuw, and possible econo- 
mies in the school budget drew 
attacks from both the present 
incumbents, Arthur V. Lynch 
ani Eddie Page. 

The discussion then became 
more general, as the result of 
questions by Dr.. Bill Widger, 
and others, and observations 
by Augustus C Walker, @ con- 
sulting chemist for AVO), and 
teacher at the Lowell Techno- 
logicel Institute. 

Mr. (felzar told the audience 
that he was nt satisfied with 
the results of the teaching in 
‘ilmington High School. He had 
interviewed, he saiu, a number 
of the graduates of the High 
School who were receiving poor 
marks in college, and felt 
that the High School curricu- 
lum was in need of upgrading 

He also told the audience 
that he would like to be able 
to go into the question of 
school expenditures. He felt 
that his experience as an Ana- 
lyst and Somptrollor would af- 
ford him a chance to perhaps 
make some suggestions which 
would save money in school op- 
erations, 

Both Eddie Page and Mr. Lynch 
took issue with the statements 
of tr. Mel zar. 

Page told the audience that 
the salaries of the teachers 
were felt to be something that 
should not be generally re- 
vealed, but that the School 
Committee, Sunday, had met 
with the Finance Committee, and 
had show that committee the 
figures, and answered every 
gestion to their satisfaction 

Lynch attacked the statement 
about fiigh School curriculum, 
pointing out that the School 
Committee was constantly up- 
grading the curriculum. He 
particularly made a point of 
the stuilies of the Guidance 
Teacher of the High School, 
who he said, had been studying 
the problem for a year and & 
half, md as yet was unable to 
completely evaluate the re- 
sults. 

Gus Walker entered the dis- 
cussion, carefully saying that 
he wasn’t trying to help my

This, Walker said, was pro- 
buably true. The state schools, 
he said, operated on the theo- 
ry that although a student may 
not have had good marks in 
High School he still deserved 
a chance to try for a higher 
education, until proven inca- 
pable. 

Widger asked Lynch if the pu- 
pils entering Wilmington High 
School could be kept from the 


college course, if the faculty 
felt that they were not capa- 
ble of completing it. 

Lynch told the audience that 
the school department could 
say nothing. Many times, he 
said, parents insist that 
their child is capable of col- 
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Lynch also stated that he had 
reason to doubt Mr. Melzars 
percentages of school costs, as 
expressed in his ‘flyer’.

RECOMMENDS VOTE ‘NO’ ON 
QUESTION THO 
The Wilmington Finance Commit 
tee at a meeting on Sunday, 
March 1, 1959, voted to re- 
commend that the citizens of 
“ilmington wte NO’ on Qest- 
ion Two on the ballot. The 
question relates to the fom 
accepting the provisions of 
Chapter Thirty-two 6 of the 
General Laws to provide group 
life insurance, group accident 
al death and disnemberment in- 
surance, and group surgical 
and medical insurance for cer- 
tain employees and their de- 

penients, 

The Finance Committee’s dis- 
approval of the question is 
based on two points. - 

1. The Finance Committee is 
opposed in general to the ad- 
op ting of permissive legis] at- 
ion. The acceptance of permiss 
ive legislation by the Tow 
takes the law-making and admin 
istrative planning of the Tom 
affairs away from the local 
governing bodies - i.e. tom 
meetings and the Hoard of Sel- 
ectmen, The quéstion of insur- 
ance or of my employee bene- 
fit is a subject of local ne- 
gotiation between department 
Personnel and the tom meeting 
and/or the Board of Selectmen, 
not a subject to be dictated 
by the Massachusetts General 
Court. Also, if the provisions 
of the General Court are ac- 
cepted at this time, any amend 
ments or changes to this pro- 
vision voted by the General 
Court in the future will be 
binding on the Tow. The Fin- 
ance Committee feels that the 
people of Wilmington are best 
qualified to determine what 
Wilmington should and can pay 
its employees in salaries and 
benefits, 

2 The 1950 budget recommend- 
ations of the Town Manager in- 
clude a salary increase for 
all employees of the Tom with 
the exception of School Depart 
ment employees. The School De- 
partment budget provides for 
increases for the teaching 
staff in accordance with the 
salary schedule established by 
the School Committee and bud- 
geted increases for non-teach- 
ing personnel. The inance
